New art medium? 


Students decorate 


CSUS walkways may never see 
another dull, cement - gray - 
colored day if two CSUS art 
students can help it 

Rosa Baron, an undergraduate 
art student, and Tom Dochterman, 
a graduate art student, Tuesday 
laid three clay designs into a recen- 
tly - constructed cement sidewalk 
near the art building courtyard 
And they have sketchy plans for 
adorning other campus paths 

“Now that we proved we can go 
through all the administrative red 
tape and get things done, we can go 
on to bigger and better things,” 
Baron said. “We proved that we 
can work with the system.” 

Baron feels that the clay - in - 
sidewalk medium will be a “whole 
new trip” that can be used by art 
classes and interested art students 
to liven up newly - constructed or 
reconstructed sidewalks. 

The three designs in three 36 - 
inch - square slabs are replicas of

ancient Mexican indian 
mythological diety symbols. The 
first slab. designed by Baron, con- 
sists of three round clay tiles in 
white, red and black, symbolizing 
the full, new and eclipsed moon. 

The second slab, designed by 
both Baron and Dochterman, is a 
representation of a bird - god in 
four clay tiles with a border. The 
third slab, also designed by Baron, 
has four round, brown tiles, 
representing the four geographical 
directions of the earth, with an in - 
laid porcelain design of the cross of 
Quetzacoatl. 

The two students initiated the 
project themselves and funded the 
bill for the clay and glazes 

And what do campus plant of- 
ficials say of the sidewalk art? 

“It's great! It’s nice to show 
some artistic approach to just plain 
old sidewalks," Gordon 
Landsness, director of plant 
operations, said. “In fact, I think 
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writings of Henry Dumas. This fall 
Redmond assembled and arranged 
for publication of an unfinished 
novel by Dumas called Jonvah and 
the Green Stone. 


Redmond 1s also a literary critic 
and historian, having put together 
for publication in 1976, after eight 
years of exhaustive research, anan- 
thology called Drumvoices: The 
Mission of Afro - American Poetry 
(A Critical History). 


Redmond is a former journalist 
who edited a number of 
newspapers, including The 
Monitor of East St. Louis, 4 
newspaper which won numerous 
awards for journalistic excellence

“Equality, equality, equality is the secret” to establishing and main- 
taining effective police - community relations, according to David 
Powis, deputy assistant commissioner of inspection and planning at 
Scotland Yard. Powis, in a lecture yesterday, warned an audience of 
about 50 people, that granting special treatment to community 
members instead of equality is the “bad side of charity. There is no 
substitute for equality in dealing with a community,” Powis said. “It 
might be bad treatment, but it is nevertheless equal treatment.” 

The 50 - year - old police commissioner said he “sensed” that 
Americans have placed too much emphasis on “creature comforts” as- 
sociated with special treatment and not on “spirit” in community 


relations, 


“I would rather be treated equally with spirit much more 


than being bestowed special gifts.” he explained. 

Specifically dwelling on the subject of multi - racial coordination in 
his lecture Powis said that the “beginning cure” to racial harmony 
throughout the world is in the matter of “spirit in equality. You may 
dismiss my thoughts as airy - fairy or not having much practical value 


but equality is fundamental,” 


he said. 


Powis spoke in the Little Theatre at the invitation of the CSUS 


Criminal Justice Department. 





BOFM budget proposal eliminates 
contingency fund reserve 


ASI Board of Fiscal Matters 
(BOFM) has adopted a “minority 
opinion” budget proposal as its 
final proposed budget for next 
year. BOFM member Jim Hollen- 
back authored the alternative 


budget for the 34 ASI - funded 
programs. 
Hollenback’s version differs 


only in that some of his priorities 
for funding were contrary to those 


ig of the sleeve. A traditional muddy tug-a-war was one of many 


of the other BOFM members 
However, both proposals leave out 


" a contingency reserve. The old plan 


called for a $10,000 deficit for the 
reserve. 


The new budget calls for the 
new senate, who must approve the 
budget. to find the contingency 
themselves. Essentially, both 
proposals leave only one choice to 
fund a reserved — to take it out of 
the increasingly shrinking ASI 
general reserve. 

Hollenback'’s pian showed a 
lowering of funds to 13 programs 
from the old proposal, raising the 
allocations to seven programs and 
leaving ten the same. Hollenback’s 
plan would reinstate funding for 
the CSUS Art Gallery at $2,500. 

The Campus Media Board 
remains without money to operate 
next year 

The new proposal passed in a 3- 
1-0 vote. Senator Tony Mazy voted 
against it. Senate Chair - elect Patti 
Payne said she didn't think the new 
senate would pass the new budget 
because no contingency reserve 1s 
figured into the $420,000 total 
figure 

She said she knew of a few new 
senators who had made additional! 


cuts of up to $14,000 in their own 
figuring to provide for a con- 
tingency reserve. She added that all 
programs would be cut more to fit 
in the reserve, if the senate rejects 
BOF M's proposal.

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Young Democrats 
oppose 15 measure 


California Young Democrats 
(YD). in a major setback for 
Proposition 15, voted overwhelm- 
ingly to oppose the controversial 
nuclear shutdown initiative which 
appears on the June primary 
ballot 


President Woody Fleming. of 
6.500 statewide members, said the 
resolution to oppose Proposition 
15 passed by a more than two - 
thirds vote. The California YD 
held its convention in Los Angeles 
over the weekend 


Fleming said. with 60 nuclear 
power plants in operation 
throughout the United States. 
nuclear energy has proven to be the 
safest and cleanest energy source 
available to the country 


“Given our present energy and 
economic problems, this country 
cannot afford to reject nuclear 
power as an energy source,” Flem- 
ing said. “Y Ds oppose Proposition 
15, the nuclear shutdown initiative. 
because it is a totally unworkable 
ballot measure certain to increase 
the cost of energy for every person 
living in the state.” 

“Their goal of closing all 
nuclear power plants in the next 
five unacceptable for 
California, a state whose economic 
growth ts dependent on its supply 
of energy.” said Fleming 

Other actions taken by UD in- 
clude the endorsement of the Hum- 
phrey - Hawkins full -employment 
bill and the Kennedy - Corman 
Health Security Act

(CPS) “Is there life after student 
government” asked the sign hang- 
ing from the neck of one University 
of Texas student reveler as he 
snorted a quick hit of laughing gas 
and rejoiced in his party's smashing 
victory in the school’s recent elec- 
trons 


The winner himself. clad in a 
stovepipe hat, tails and sneakers, 
stepped around a fellow party 
member dressed like an inflated 
pumpkin and outlined one of his 
aims for the upcoming year. “We're 
going to tell the students about the 
regents.” declared UT student 
presidentlect Jay Adkins. “These 
students will have to go out in the 


world and work for people like the 
regents. Fhey need to know about 


them.” 


It was no ordinary victory party 
that might in Austin. But then, it 
was no ordinary student political 
party that was celebrating. The 
“Arts and Sausages Party” is their 
naime, anarchistic absurdity ts their 
game. Their motto {among others) 
is “you can hang us on the wall or 
eat us for lunch but don’t throw us 
away.” Most suprising thing of 
all hhey now hold the two top 
student positions at the 42.000 
student school 


Just some of the Arts and 
Sausages’ Campaign promises in- 


clude: turning the university health 
center into a “clinic of social accep- 
tability” which would provide 
euthanasia on demand and house a 
permanent hair removal facility as 
well as a sweat gland relocation 
section. The UT police would be 
disarmed under an Arts and 
Sausage administration, they said. 


and the schoo! would be protected 
by groundskeepers armed with 
wolverines. They would re-name 
the university “Fat City” to go 
along with the slogan “Money 
Talks” and pay toilets would be 


installed in the faculty and ad- 
ministration restrooms. “Their 
number twos will make us number 
one.” quips Adkins 


As might be expected, the Arts 
and Sausage platform was not wel. 
received by everyone involved. As- 
satled by the student mewspaper as 
well as their opponents for not tak- 
ing things “seriously.” Adkins and 
his vice-presidential partner Skip 
Slyfield responded by saying. 
“When our opponents say ‘issue, 
we say “Gesundheit.” 


But yet. the Arts and Sausage 
party did one thing few other 
student political groups are able to 
do -— they goh students to come out 
and vote. Sixteen percent of the UT 
student body cast dailots in this 
year’s election, three times the 
usual number for a similar large. 
state school, according to Frank 


Till, a National Student As- 
sociation official in Washington 
who closely follows the student 
government game across the 
nation. 


“Normally, it's really low-- 
around five percent,” says Till. “It's 
really hard to figure out why.” Ac- 
tually. voter turnout at UT is nor- 
mally higher than at other state 
schools, but the usual student res- 


ponse to the generally powerless 
student governments is boredom at 
best. At the University of 
Minnesota recently, it took the 
outlandish “| upperware Pacty™ to 
turn out even 2,223 voting students 
out of a student population of 
46.000 for a primary contest.

Instead of crusading for the 
reform of tood services. and inves- 
ligating financial losses, this article 
is about the rea! functions of the 
Hornet Foundation 

Jil Brown. Hornet Foundation 
public relations, feels the Hornet 
Foundation is one of the most 
misunderstood organizations on 


campus 

The Hornet Foundation ts not 
responsible for lousy parking 
facilities. It doesn't give away 
scholarships. It doesn't handle 
campus — security It doesn't 


schedule classes. It 1s not affiliated 
with the CSUS Foundation or the 
Board of Trustees 


What the Hornet Foundation 
does. Brown says, is: operation of 
all the food services on campus, the 
bookstore. Phe Store and the in- 
formation desk in -the Union and 
the residence halls’ Dining Comm- 
mons 

\s a non - profit organization. it 
is on campus to offer good service 


to the university's students, faculty 


and staff. it is here for the in- 
dividual’s needs and convenience 
Brown claims 


High prices on food and books 
are not making money for foun- 
dation administrators. The food 
service facilities have been operat- 
ing at a loss for several years 
Profits made through the book 
store and vending machine cences- 
sions bring in enough revenue to 
off - set the food service losses. 
Brown insists 

Profits in) 4 non 
organization are allowed because 
the “money does not wind up in 
someone's pocket. All profits are 
recycled hack into the system and 
campus community. in the torm of 
working capital.” Brown said 

These profits. she says, make up 
the Hornet Foundation’s working 
capital. It is in turn used to pay 
salaries. bills and building 
payments 

The money is used to improve 
or add to existing facilities. Part of 
the money ts donated to other cam- 
pus organizations. such as: the 
Egual Opportunity Program. 
KERS and the Co - op. she said 

Brown insists that the Hornet 
Foundation is not out to mp 
anvone otf. “Most of the time. the

Hornet Foundation doesn't break 
even. And when they do. it can't be

A survey released recentiy by 
the California Teachers As- 
(CTA) shows that 
school districts face 
“disastrous” financial problems 
without a boost in state aid 


sociation 
California 


The 150 - district survey points 
to the danger of collapse of at least 
3 districts. according to Stephen 
H. Edwards Jr. CTA president. It 
also shows further cutbacks in per- 
sonnel. supplies. equipment and 
program in already deficient dis- 


tricts 


“We are not crying wolf, we 
have the statistics.” Edwards said 


He reported that the study 
revealed the increasing drops in 
student’ enrollment has been 
augmented by greater percentage 
cutbacks of teachers. The pupil loss 
in the past three vears was 3.8 per 
cent. according to the survey. The 
cutback in regular teachers was 5.1 
per cent 

“Cutbacks. such as_ these 
penalize both regular and special 
education students, since the 
teachers can give none of them the 
special attention they need.” 
Edwards explained 


He said that approximately 90 
per cent of the elementary and 70 
per cent of the unified districts 
surveyed are having problems. 
mostly from the loss of state funds 
due to a drop in enrollments. Only 
one high school district of the 20 
polled. had similar problems 


Of the districts polled 30 pos- 
sibly will not have adequate funds
